Amendment to Require

** WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP).— 
Senate opponents of the adminis- 
tration’s British aid bill were re- 
ported today to be drafting an 
amendment which ;would require 
Britain to state ite-peace terms be- 
fore receiving any assistance from 
the United States under the pro- 


posed “lease-lend” program. 

The opposition group, led by 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
was ‘said to be in general agree 


ment on the idea that Britain 
should say what sort of peace it 
would make if, with American help, 
it defeated the Axis powers. 

Numerous technical difficultues 
are involved in writing the provi- 
sion, and even some sponsors of 
the idea said that it might prove 
unworkable. As tentatively drawn, 
it would call on the State Depart- 
ment to ascertain Britain’s peace 
terms before any American-made 
war equipment could be released. 

(Prime Minister Churchill said 
in the House of Commons Wednes- 
day that “there is such common 
comprehension in the United 
States” of British war aims that 
no occasion had arisen to outline 
them for representatives of the 
Washington government. He as- 
serted-that no American represent- 
atives to his recollection, had ever 
broached to him the subject of 
Britain’s aims in war and post-war 
reconstruction.)

Troops Moving Toward Danube. 

The German expeditionary forces 
are streaming southward toward 
the Danube. The roads are studded 
with German signs, slippery places 
and hospitals being openly marked, 
military quarters in code signs.

CITY TO STOP FOOD STAMP 
ADVANCES UNLESS STATE PAYS 


Deputy Comptroller Demands $90,- 
000 Owed by Security Com- 
mission to Local Fund. 

A letter was sent today by Depu- 
ty Comptroller Charles L. Cunning- 
hame to the State Social Security 
Commission in which he stated 
that the city would stop honoring 
the commission’s food requisitions} 
in return for Federal food stamps 
at the end of this month unless the 
commission paid the $90,000 which 
it owes to the city’s revolving 

food stamp fund. 

The food requisitions are given 
by the Social Security Commission 
to persons on direct relief in lieu 
of cash. The city’s three Federal 
food stamp stations have been hon- 
oring the requisitions on the sup- 
position that they would be re- 
deemed promptly by the commis 
sion. 

This the commission has not 
done, and its debt to the city is 
now $90,721. The city has, in turn, 
bought the stamps out of its $200,- 
000 revolving fund, which has thus 
been reduced to $109,279. State Au- 
ditor Forrest Smith informed the 
city the State Social Security Com- 
mission has no cash with which to 
make payments because revenue 
collections have not kept pace with 
appropriations. If recognition of 
the food requisitions were discon- 
tinued by ‘the city, it would affect 
only persons on direct relief, since 
others entitled to buy the food 
stamps—persons receiving WPA, 
Aid to Dependent Children, and 
Blind and Old Age Pensions—get 
cash.

A group of St. Louis business 
and professional men, h 
Alfred Fairbank, president ofthe 
insolvent Central States Life In- 
surance Co., have completed plans 
for forming a mutual life insurance 
company to make a bid for rein- 
surance of Central State’s $65,- 
000,000 of life insurance and mu- 
tualize the business. 

Fairbank said “more than 100” 
St. Louisans had subscribed $1000 
each for fully paid, three-year en- 
dowment policies to comply with 
legal provisions for formation of 
mutual companies. The proposed 
company would be known as the 
Mutual Savings Life Insurance Co. 

In declining to disclose terms of 
the proposed reinsurance offer, 
Fairbank said details had not been 
completely worked out by the in- 
corporating group. A notice of in- 
tention to form the new company, 
together with the proposed charter, 
was filed today in the office of the 
State Insurance Superintendent at 
Jefferson City. 

The notice lists 13 incorporators, 
of whom 10 would be the first 
board of directors of the new com- 
pany. If the incorporation and re- 
insurance offer are approved, Fair- 
bank explained, the policyholders 
would own the company and would 
elect directors after two years. 

Of the 10 slated for directors of 
the proposed company, five are 
directors of Central States. They 
are Fairbank, Felix E. Gunter of 
Chesterfield, St. Louis investment 
banker and president of the Coca- 
Cola Bottling Co. of Hannibal, Mo.;

- Jt seems to me that the answer is this: 
Enact a driver’s license law which will 
require all persons who desire to drive a 
car on our city streets to pass a strict 
examination, not only testing their abil- 
ity to see a stop sign or interpret colors 
in lights, but including enough of a 
medical examination to assure that the 
applicant has normal faculties of reaction 
to emergency conditions. 

If we had euch ajfriver’s license law, 
reguired the applicant to get into his car 
With an officer and submit to a driving 
test under traffic conditions and also 
required periodic inspection of the car 
itself, then we would get results.

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The Importance of Defense in War 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


HE crackup of France last June gave 
birth, among many other things, to an 
interesting and ominous phrase—‘“Magi- 
not psychology.” 
A victim of Maginot psychology is a per- 


sen or a nation that believes more or less 


blindly in the power of the defensive to win 
a war. The French, so the legend already 
goes, built themselves the great Maginot 
line along their borders from the Alps to 
the sea, and thought they were secure; the 
Germans came along and cracked the line, 
with bombers, tanks, artillery and infantry. 
Hence, a lot of people have lost all faith in 
the defensive, and the believers in purely 
offensive war are back on top in the coun- 
cils of amateur and armchair tacticians. 

The catch is that the above is not the true 
atery. 

In the first place, the French did not build 
the Maginot line from the Alps to Dunkerque. 
They built the true Maginot line only from 
the Alps to the intersection of the Belgian, 
Luxembourg and French borders. This was 
as far as the genuine Maginot, with its great 
underground machines and storehouses and 
barracks and railways, ever went. 

The Little Maginot was something else 
again. It extended from Luxembourg to Dun- 
kerque; but the longer the British, the corre- 
apondents, etc., looked for it, the littler it 
was found to be. In the end, it came out 
that the Little Maginot never had been more 
than a string of trenches and pillboxes, 
World War style.

Which, to our minds, makes it look abit | 
premature for anybody to conclude that the | 
defensive in war is all washed up and the 
offensive is all that counts. 

Certainly the Germans—smart fighters 
under Hitler, just as they were under Hin- 
denburg, the elder Moltke, Blucher, Fred- 
erick the Great and others—have never dis- 
counted the defensive. They built their 
Westwall, facing the Maginot, and are be- 
lieved to have put as, work and ma- 
terial into it as the ench put into the 
Maginot. 

The Germans are now reported building 
a similar line, called the “Eastern Dam,” 
from Memel southward along their Polish 
frontier with Russia. The Eastern Dam 
is said to be from 50 to 60 kilometers (30 to

BY MISSION SPEAKER 


Tells Youth Seminar ‘Shabby’

The United States should take 
the lead in negotiating peace rather 
than pursuing its present “shabby” 
foreign policy, the Rev. Dr. A. J. 
Muste, former pastor of the Labor 
Temple Church in New York City, 
said today at a seminar for youth 


The seminar was part of the 

week-long series of speeches of 
the National Christian Mission, 
which will close with a mass meet- 
ing at 2:30 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon at the Armory, 3676 Market 
street. 
“By supplying Britain with war 
materials while we stay 3000 miles 
from the war,” he said, “we are 
encouraging them to keep fighting 
until they are exhausted and thus 
we dispose of two of our imperial- 
istic rivals at once. 

“We remain on the _ sidelines, 
which is also Stain’s policy in 
Europe. In Asia we likewise give 
China enough aid to keep fighting 
Japan, but never enough to win. 
The effect of our foreign policy in 
the Orient, where we lend money 
to China and at the same time sell 
oil and other war materials to 
Japan, is the same. 

“The United States should take 
the initiative in proposing a peace 
based on a New Deal in interna- 
tional relations. That would mean 
the dictators would have to change 
their course efget out. Equally it 
would mean the ruling interests of 
the ‘democracies’ would also have 
to alter their course, 

“After all, these democracies, not 
Germany and Italy, have dominated 
the world for the last two or three 
centuries and bear the _ biggest 
share of responsibility for the mess 
the world isin. _., 

“It is a mistake to think that

N the last two articles I dis-

It is important to note that you 
should bid the biddable suit, not 
necessarily the four-card suit, that 
ranks next below the singleton.

Baby Acquires 
Speech Habits 
From Mother

HILDREN have to learn to 

talk, and they learn first by 

hearing, then by imitating what 
they hear. Because little children 
need to be left in quiet for many 
hours daily, some mothers overlook 
their need of talk. Babies need to 
be talked to every day. Not for 
long periods at a time, but every 
once in a while for a short while. 
While they are being bathed is a 
good time to talk to them. When 
they are lying wide awake and 
smiling is another good time. 

Talk to them in a clear, pleas- 
ant voice, in good English, or 
whatever language you want them 
to learn first. Our children speak 
the English tongue and it is the 
part of good sense to talk it to 
them early, during their learning, 
time. But if, for any good reason, 
the baby is to learn a language 
other than English, talk it to him 
in his crib. What he learns then 
is what will stay by him, 

Don’t talk baby talk. Talk to 
him in simple words, but say them 
as clearly as you know how. Don’t 
whisper and don’t shout. Use the 
same kind of conversational tone 
you hope he will use when he be- 
gins to talk. Say, “good morning” 
and “good night.” Say, “excuse 
me,” if necessary. Say, “quietly, 
quietly,” when he begins to shriek. 
Say, “It is time for your bath 
now,” and pr with it. “It is 
time for your fast,” and serve 
him. These simple statements will 
in time become familiar to him, 
and he wil] begin to interpret 
them. That is the way he learns
